Every attempt to enflave 4 
people who know and fully 
appreciate the bleffings of 
freedom, has been and I truf 
will prove fruitlefs—and ev. 
ery perfon converfant with 
the hiftortes of ancient re. 
publics, will bear me witnefs, 
that as long as the people had 
information, as long as they 
valued their liberty and con 
tinued virtuous, fo long and 
nolonger didthey enjoy their 
freedom, and the govern- 
ment piofpered : — But when 
the fources of information 
were either contaniinated of 
flopped,they then bid ‘* fare- 
well, a long farewell to all 
their greatnefs.”

truths, and with whom falfe- 
hood is as current as Bank 
Notes. My bretheren~— do 
we not give f{upport to many 
of our federal typographical 
enemies, whofe crimes are 
darker than their ink? Do 
we not cherifh the viper that 
deftroys us ? Do we not 
maintain our enemies to the 
ruin of our friends? Believe 
me, that fo long as we con- 
tinue to give fupport to this 
clafsof men, fo long will they 
abufe us ; and it is in faét giv- 
ing a premium for abufe ; it 
is encouraging flander ; it is 
fapping the very foundation 


on which ourfelves ffand. A<« 
gain, can we fupport the pre- 
fent adminiftration,and at the 
fame time fupport its ene- 
mies ? Viewing it in the light 
which I do, it feems an in. 
compatibility,it feems.a para- 
dox, for ‘* we cannot ferve 
God & Mammon ;” and ul- 
timately we muft either aban- 
don the government, or elfe 
difcontinge our fupport to 
our enemies.

If there is a town in Maflachu- 
fetts, which wifhes a more expen- 
five government, why do not the 
inhabitants convene and reprefent 
their grievances to cengrefs? and 
inferm that hcnorable be dy, their 
taxes are unfortunately \eflening ; 
and that they really have reafon to 
apprehend, if Mr. J. fferfon pro- 
ceeds as he has begun, ihere_ will 
be no eccafien for either ftamp 
acts Or any internal tax whatever, 
direét nor indiredt ! 

That the impoft on foreign lux- 
uries Will be fully fufficient, on ihe 
prefent plan of reform, to pay the 
intereft and reduce the principal of 
the national debt, as foon under all 
circumftances as could be either 
expected or even wifhed, is now

WW E tormerly demonftrated, 
from their analogies, that 
the principles of the Partiesin A- 
merica were the fame, with the 
principles of thofe in England.long 
known there by the Names of the 
Whig and Tory Parnes.. It was 
fhown, that. the Republicans ad- 
vanced the fame do€trines in A- 
merica, as the Whigs had done in 
England ; and, tram a clear view 
ot the fubjedt, it was readily ac- 
knowledged, that the condu& and 
recepts of the felt-itvled Federal- 
rts of the United Siates, weie cor- 
sefpondent with thofe of the Bit- 
ith Tories. Bred in the fame 
School, they imbibe the fame doc- 
trine, and feek the fame object 
During the Ele€tion-conteit, in 
1796, Parties in America became 
dittinally known, and clearly dif- 
tinguifhed, by the appellations of 
Federali(is or Ariflocrats,and Anti- 
Federalifts or Democrats. Prefi- 
dent YVa/bingten declining a re- 
eleGtion, the Tories came into 
place in 1797. The meafures ta- 
ken by the new Adanniftration, 
naturally led te their confe quences. 
It was under{tood, from author, 
that no perfon, who did not poffels 
the fame political Sentiments as 
the Executive, would be preferred 
ii», or luficred to continue in any 
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Office of profi or truft, The Pree 
fident was addreffed from every 
quarter of the Union. From New- 
Hampfaire to Georgia the aig 
feemed, as it were, undulated with 
the eulogies and plaudits of his ad- 
miring Countrymen. With what 
fincerity thefe Addrefles were fub- 
feribed and forwarded, the fequel 
hasfhown. Their effeét, howev- 
er, was certain. ‘The pride of the 
Piefident was {welled by the Ho. 
fannas of the Parifies, To fuch 
a degree did they bloat his vanity, 
that he even affumed the chara@er 
ot Interpreter of the Indications of 
the Almighty, and proclaimed,that 
the Finger of Heaven pointed to 
War.” 

An Army mouft neceffarily be 
raifed, to execute the will of God. 
The idleand the D flolute were 
raifed, by the hope of Commiffions 
in an Army fo facred. We heard 
their voices “ louder and louder re- 
founding the echves of his praife.”’ 
The influence of the founds oper- 
ated on the Legifla:ive Bodies, atid 
even pervaded the fanétuaries of 
Juttice ; Judges and Jurors were 
fe:zed with the influenza,and were 
aftuated by all the ugly paffions of 
their Party... [f a man was called 
Anti- Federaliit or Democrat, he 
had but very litthe chance in Court. 
Was he Piaintif ?. The cry way 
He deferves no Juftice. Was he 
Defendant? The cry was more 
veheinent, “ find him guilty : No 
punif{hment can be too bad for fuch 
a Fellow.”

Extract of a Letter, dated Londen, 
May t, 2802. 

“T congratulate you on the re- 
peal of the late extraordinary and 
oppreflive law, varying the Judica- 
ry fyftem, paff-.d in the lait Con- 
grefs. Every perfon of difcern- 


iment, faw, at the time this law 


was enacted, that it was nothin 
more than a mere political trick, to 
eabarrafs your new adinini(tration. 
But what will not a dangerous 
ambition atrempt,to fecure the con- 
tinuance of its power and influ- 
ence ?— Your conftitution and go- 
veroment never could have acquir- 
ed its appropriate {tability, if a dif 
comfitied faétion, in the laft mo- 
ments of its political exiftence, 
could be permitted to protraé that 
influence againft the public fenfe, 
by interfering with eftablithments 
which fhould always be held fac- 
red by every party. The moment 
the Courts of Juftice become the 
inftruments of a raling fa@ion, 
what becomes of their impartiali- 
ty ? where is their independence ? 
I will venture to fay, that fuch an 
act of violence never will be per- 
peirated a fecond time, again{t the 
fpirit and even letter of your Con- 
Thtution, now the au‘hority of the 
law is eftablithed, by this prece- 
dent; to be paramount, not only to 
judicial deciftons, which are often 
arbitrary and esuel, but even over 
the perfons who form your Courts. 
“A judicial ariftectacy of all o- 
thers would be she very work, for 
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it weuld poifon the fountaias of 


truth itfelf, by iafufing its own 
paffions and a fenfe of its own in- 
tere(ts in them, iaftead of its being 


regulated by that ftern, unrelent—- 


ing and impartial juttice, which 
ouglit to govern every court of ju- 
dicature in a free c country. It has 
given me great anxiety, who, you 
know, have always taken a deep 
fhare in every thing that concerns 
your country, to fi d many of your 
ftate, and even federal judges, in 
the paroxifin of . our late deluftsa, 
litinerating through their circuits, 
and converting the holy feat of faw, 


8 reafon and equity, into a roftrum, 


from which they could harangue 
the p opulace, under the artfal pre- 
tence of in itructing a grand j jury 3 
and excite an alarming fanatie:fin 
among them, inder the cover of 
legal authority. Even 4ere nothing 
of thiskind has lately happened; £ 
mu(t thereforeattribute fuch dreads 
ful excefles to the early unfettled 


Mature of yeur government, before 


your habits are fixed by time and 
experience. 

‘© OF all the calamities which 
can diftrefsa people withing to be 
free, that of a judge becoming a vi- 
clent partizan, is the moft to be 
deprecated. 1 dare fay. under the 
wife and virtuous adminiltration of 
Mr. Fzjferfon, a law will be pafled 
regulating thefe oecafional addref- 
fes to the multitude, and obliging 
the judges to keep within the 
bounds of their duty ; inftéad of 
wandering at large, over the 
widely extended field of carting 
politica) differences, ia which there 
are fo mauy therns and fo few 
flowers. 

“« At prefent [ hape every thing, 
and fear but little. { bave had a 
mot exalted idea of ‘the habitual 
good fenle of your countrymen, 
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who. appear to have acted, on the 

whole, from the firft {ettlement of 

New~England, under all ciream- 

fances, ina manner faperior to 

any example that as yet has bees 
exhibited, asfar as t know, in the 
whole courfe’ of human affairs ; 
and I firmly rely, that this impor- 
tant part of the Union, which was 
the firft to. aflert the rights. and 
liberties of men, will be the aft to 
defert that facred caufe."’ 
Wepwespay, June 29, 1802.
